TH E AUTOM ATIC TELEG RAPH . 
T he Proposed 
N ew T elegraph Line 
A cross the Continent. 
[Copyright, 1So7, by the California Associated Press.] 
N ew Y o r k , December 1st.—The Tele­ 
gram says : The announcement that the 
persons who are moving to build a new 
telegraph line between New York and San 
Francisco have filed a petition with the 
Secretary of Slate for presentation to the 
Massachusetts Legislature for the incor­ 
poration of a company is attracting much 
attention in business circles. There is a 
diversity of opinion as to whether the pro­ 
ject will ever be carried through. Chester 
Snow, who is the prime mover of the 
scheme, has selected for the name of his 
associaiion, The Automatic Postal Tele­ 
graph Company. He proposes to start off 
with a capital of $20,000.009. 
According to his prospectus the line can 
be constructed at much less expense than 
ordinary telegraph lines, and the automatic 
system will enable the managers to reduce 
the operating cost to a minimum’. The in­ 
tention is to use copper wire, which will 
be strung on light poles. Snow has ex­ 
pressed himself as confident that the Mas­ 
sachusetts ¡Legislature will give him a 
charter and bethinks there will be little 
trouble in securing a right of way in the 
various States through which the line is to 
pass. 
Although the privilege of issuing capital 
stock to the amount of $20,000,009 is to be 
asked for, the initial corporation will be 
started with a capital of $3.000,000. Where 
all the money will come from with which 
to build and equip the line has not been 
stated by the friends of tlie enterprise, but 
the supposition is, that Boston capitalists 
will furnish the larger share and that the 
remainder will be raised in New York and 
Philadelphia. 
President Chandler of the Postal Tele­ 
graph Company, when asked what he 
thought of the proposed new line, replied; 
“ 1 have not much faith that the scheme 
will ever be carried into effect. The Postal 
Automatic ha? no connection with the 
Postal Telegraph Company. It is an en­ 
tirely separate concern, in which none of 
our stockholders, so far as I know, have 
any pecuniary interest whatever. I believe 
that Chester Snow, the prime mover, is 
deeply interested in the manufacture and 
sale of telegraph wire.”

N ew Y ork, December 1st.—The lude- 
penaent, a French newspaper published in 
uns city, calls attention to the fact that 
December 2d is among the fatal dates of 
French history, and says: The Corsican 
changed ine Directoire and had himself 
nameu iirst Consul for ten year» on the 2d 
of December, 1799. On December 2 ,1804 
he burst the Republic with the sanction of 
the chuich. On the night ot December 2 
1851, the third Napoleon again killed the 
Republic and one year after, on December 
2d, he declared himself Emperor. Eighteen 
years afterward, Napoleon III. gave to 
\\ llliam of Prussia his sword which he 
had never nsed, at the same time losing 
Alsace aud Lorraine. 
This makes the third 2d of December— 
fatal dates in the French Republic. It 
seems that this trio is not sufficient for to­ 
morrow the 2d of December, 1887, everv 
thing seems to be in the same condition 
again, for the sole purpose of punishing a 
man for the fdnlts of his son-in-law, a man 
who, until now, has been considered the 
purest of constitutional Republicans.

The P reparations Jhat n a v e B een M ade 
to C elebrate th e E vent. 
Colonel Crocker, of the Southern Pacific, 
received a dispatch yesterday from the 
Mayor of Salem, the Capital of (Oregon, 
asking that the necessary arrangements be 
made in preparing for the approaching 
“ last-spike” celebration to have the north­ 
bound excursion train stop some time at 
Salem. The Salem citizens have been plan­ 
ning for a grand display ami entertainment 
on the arrival of the excursionists, and the 
only thing that troubled them was the time 
they would have for carrying out their pro­ 
gramme. The railroad people have decided, 
and will so inform the Salemites, that the 
train will stop at least two hours at that 
point. Govet nor Pennoyer and other Stale 
officials will be there, it is understood, and 
a pleasant reception may be anticipated bv 
the excursionists. 
The railroad company will run on the 
excursion to Portland as many Pullman 
coaches as the number of volunteer excur­ 
sionists will make necessary. The round- 
trip fare for the week’s trip will be $25. 
Excursionists may sleep and board on the 
train. The official delegates from this city, 
State and various town Boards of Trade 
will number seventy-two in all, and will 
occupy three Pullman coaches, in audi­ 
tion there will be another coach for the 
accompanying band and a dining car. Each 
delegate, or the body he represents, will 
pay for the trip at about the same rate as 
any other excursionists. For the original 
excursion train of three Pullman coaches, 
dining cars and locomotive the railroad 
company has been guaranteed $1,800 by the 
committee having tne matter iu charge. It 
is likely that several additional cars will 
be attached to the train on leaving this 
city, and at Sacramento and Chico it is 
expected to attach o:her cars. Preparations 
will be made to make the excursion into 
two trains, that the steep grades of the 
Siskiyou section of the road may be passed 
over without difficulty. 
The excursion wiil" probably leave here 
on the 10th inst. The last spite, that when 
driven home will signalize the completion 
of the coast overland line, will not be 
driven until the arrival of the excursion at 
that locality, a tew miles this side of Ash­ 
land. It is expected that the tip-bound ex­ 
cursionists will be met at this point by a 
party from Oregon, and the plan at present 
is to have Governor Pennoyer wield the 
sledge and drive the last spike. It is not 
yet known what railroad officials will ac­ 
company the party, but probably Charles 
Crocker and Colonel Fred Crocker, Land 
Agent Mills, who first suggested the hold­ 
ing of a celebration, and Chief Engineer 
Hood will be of the number.

Paris, December 1st.—-The Chamber of 
Deputies adjourned until 6 o’clock, await­ 
ing the communication promised from the 
President. W hen the session was resumed 
at 4 o’clock the order was submitted and 
met with applause from both the Left ami 
Center. It was carried by a vote of 531 
against 12. 
Rouvier then returned to the Palace to 
communicate to Grevy tlie result of the 
vote.

GREVY MODIFIES HIS POSITION. 
Paris, December 1st.—The sitting of the 
Chamber of Deputies was resumed at 6:30 p. 
M. Rouvier ascended the tribune and an­ 
nounced that be had communicated to M. 
Grevy the vote of the Chamber on the or­ 
der of the day. This communication, he 
said, caused the President to modify his 
resolntion. He had never intended to en­ 
ter into a conflict with Parliament, and 
would therefore send a message to the 
Chamber ami Senate to-morrow informing 
them of iiis decision. Rouvier added that 
the President declined to accept the resig­ 
nation of the Cabinet, which therefore re­ 
tained its functions. Rouvier’s statement 
was greeted with cheers. 
The Chamber adjourned until two o’clock 
p. m. to-morrow.

CA LIFO RN IA AND FLORIDA. 


The following thoughtful and eminently 
just remarks are clipped from an editorial 
in the Salt Lake Tribune. The expression 
that there is and can lie no real rivalry be­ 
tween California and Florida, is sound. 
But even if there were, this State could 
take no harm by it. There are really hut 
two 
States to which tourists escaping 
the rigors of Arctic climates arc 
in­ 
vited. 
They are s) dissimilar, however, 
that ours must always maintain the pre­ 
eminence it now lias. 
Oue invites to 
pleasure only; the other to permanency of 
residence and industry, with assurance of 
rich reward. California calls for investors, 
Florida for sojourners—birds of passage, 
and those who are content to expend their 
means without hope of return. 
There are 
probably 5,000,000 (>eople at the East to 
whom these States extend invitations, who 
feel able to gratify the disposition to 
accept. 
The very fact that we have a 
rival in the matter of invitation is bene­ 
ficial to us. 
We can suffer nothing by 
comparison with Florida ; we must gain 
much. 
Such competition 3s does exist 
only stimulates the spirit of travel and in­ 
quiry, and we are therefore to congratu­ 
late ourselves that our heritage is made 
more prominent by comparison with that 
of our Florida friends. 
The Tribune says: 
The news comes that the Eastern railroad 
m en, to m eet the Caltforuia competition will 
soon run a vestibule train to Florida. Theic 
train m ay draw away a good m any people, but 
it will not interfere with California. Florida 
has been thoroughly tried ; it has a soft clim ate 
but a very hum id one, and there are no ele­ 
m ents about it for building up enfeebled consti­ 
tutions. It is in no sense a rival o f the Golden 
State. There is nothing in taking a sick m an 
to a land where he m ay simply bask in the sun­ 
light. The active business m an needs the tonic 
o f business and speculation to help reeovery 
Iie can find none of th at in Florida ; be can find 
plenty of it in California. A nything from a cor­ 
ner lot to a gold m ine the Californian is ready 
to invest in or sell, and enough of all the in­ 
vestments pay to give zest to more investm ents 
or the same kind. In Florida, too, while the 
lungs are getting rest in the soft air, the chances 
are that the m alaria of the South is insiduously 
stealing In upon the enfeebled patient, and that 
w hen lie goes home tn the spiing he finds that 
he lias two instead of oue enemv to fight. Then 
excepting an orange grove, there is nothing to 
culnyate in Florida, while in California the va­ 
riety of paying uses to which the soil may he 
tu n ica is endless. An acre of apricots means a 
profit, after five years, of from &i00 to ¿400 
Cherries pay b etter; prunes just as w e ll; grapes 
rílu ™an<^ .*l*e 
can be extended in­ 
definitely. The nights in Florida begiu to grow 
warm the last of Mareh ; they are always com ­ 
fortable in California. There will never be any 
particular rivalry lietwceu the two States.

PR E SID E N T GREVY’S OFFENSE. 


President Grevy is human and liable to 
err. 
lie made a grievous mistake when 
he attem pted to shield Wilson, who was 
exposed in disgraceful practices iu office. 
But something is due Grevy for the affec 
tion he feels for his daughter, the wife of 
Wilson. 
The President's reputation was 
not itself involved. 
H is integrity has 
never been questioned, and it did not 
therefore become the Chambers to advise 
his retiracv because of Ills mistaken friend 
ship for Wilson. 
It was due to the repub­ 
lic on trial that it should not he imjierilled 
by such a precedent as the President yield­ 
ing his ofiice at the command of a majority 
of the Deputies. 
France could better 
smother 
its anger over the 
Wilson 
case than give opportunity to the im ­ 
perialists, monarchists and communists to 
plunge the country into a civil war, which 
is inevitable if either of those factions a t­ 
tempt to seize upon the G ovenm ent. 
France should not in the presence of Presi­ 
dent Grevy’s unfortunate mistake of heart 
forget his services. 
It was he who de­ 
fended the republican principles under 
Louis Philippe. 
In the Assembly of 1848 
be was the foremost champion of constitu­ 
tional government. 
For his courage of 
conviction Napoleon III. sent him to the 
Bustile. 
On the flight of that autocrat 
Grcvv became President of the National 
Assembly, and was the leader of the true 
democrats in favor of parliam entary gov­ 
ernment. 
It was lie who, when the chief 
of the Communists fell before the bullets 
of the soldiers in the streets of Paris, Min­ 
ister W ashbum e saw rise l>efore the vast 
crowd of people gathered at that time, and 
proclaim to them the formation 
of the 
republic. 
H e was its valiant defender in 
all its infantile years, and fairly won the 
Presidency in 1879, when lie received 563 
votes out of 713 cast by the representatives 
of the people, and again when in 1885 he 
was made President a second time, in 
oliedience to the almost universal demand 
the people. 
The record of such a man 
ought to cover with the mantle of charily 
tho one chief error of his political life— 
inore especially when his retiracy threatens 
the dissolution of the republic.

opened, the whole character of I street re­ 
formed, new industries will spring up 
around the square, a standing menace to 
the public health lie removed, and a dam­ 
aging daily offense now presented to the 
eyes of every new-comer be blotted out 
forever. 
That done, there will not be 
found in all Sacramento a man who will 


regret his affirmative vote and desire a 
return to the old order of things. 


T h e Pacific Railroad Commission is re­ 
ported to lie divided in its verdict. 
The 
dispatches advise us th at Messrs. Anderson 
and L ittler have reported in favor of a 
plan of extension of time on a 3 per cent, 
basis for refunding the claims of the Gov­ 
ernm ent against the transcontinental roads, 
while Governor Pattison will he satisfied 
with nothing but the pound of flesh. There 
is not sufficient information as yet given 
on the subject to justify any positive opin­ 
ion, but it looks as if a majority of the 
Commission is disposed to an adjustment 
that will not cripple the roads, or do any 
injustice to the Government. 
It is not 
known how the report treats the equitable 
claims of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, or the proposition to establish a 
tribunal to consider them, and report a 
plan of adjustment with these claims in 
view. 
Certainly, this proposition is forti­ 
fied in the strongest manner by the condi­ 
tions under which the original Pacific 
railroads were constructed, and the service 
they have rendered the Government. 


T h e r e is a deal of anonymous corre­ 
spondence 
published 
adversely to the 
m arket place issue. 
In such a m atter why 
hide behind a m ask? 
If a citizen has 
anything to say in 
print against the 
scheme, why not give his reasons the back­ 
ing of his name? 
Anonymous correspond­ 
ence iu opposition lacks force, and conveys 
the impression that it is either a cheat or 
that its author has not the courage of his 
convictions. There is nothing for anv man 
to fear in this local m atter that should 
make him hide behind a blind signature 
when addressing liis fellow-citizens. 


It is anomalous that those opposing the 
m arket proposition are those who, as a 
rule, pay least taxes, while the citizens who 
will have the greater part of the burden 
to hear are almost to a man in favor of the 
levy. 
The friends of the measure should 
work energetically for it, sines it will re­ 
quire a two-thirds vote to carry it. 
If it 
fails it will long lie a source of regret, and 
cannot hut have a disheartening influ­ 
ence upon the progressive spirit just now 
gathering such strength. 


A c o r r e s p o n d e n t ask s if the defeat o f 
the m arket proposition would not have a 
had influence. 
It probably would. 
No 
people refuse, when able, to make im­ 
provements, and retain as much credit for 
public spirit as before they were put to the 
test. 


To v o t e for the market proposition 
means to make an investment that will at 
once appreciate the value of property in 
Sacramento, and thus by raising assessable 
values decrease the rate of taxation. 


SOCIAL. A N D TERM INAL. 


S tate L ibrarian In vestigation . 
Concerning the investigation being made 
by the Governor into the affairs of the 
State Librarian, the Examiner says that it 
has learned that as the results of the Ex­ 
ecutive inquiry into the m atter the foilow- 
in " alleged facts are elicited: 
First—State Librarian W allis, choosing 
his own interpretation of the law instead 
of the Governor's, had had books rebound 
by private contract, instead of under the 
supervision of the State Printer. 
Second—State Librarian Wallis had kept 
a jug of whisky in his room at the Capitol 
during the last session of the Legislature. 
Third—State Librarian W allis had cut 
several valuable plates out of an art book 
belonging to the library, framed them and 
hung them up in his house. 
Fourth — State Librarian W allis 
had 
taken a table from the library-rooru, 
brought it home, used it a short time and’ 
retnrned it. 
it is said that, confronted with these 
charges, the Trustees replied that the ac­ 
cusations scarcely seemed of such a char­ 
acter that they could themselves take action 
upon them in the absence of some testi­ 
mony as to their correctness. 
Subsequently one of the Trustees—Peter 
J. Shields—said that as to the statemeut 
made by the Governor that the Library 
Trustees had expended $51,(>00 during the 
last twenty-one months, the principal part 
of it going for extra assistance, as fewer 
books had been purchased proportionately 
than during any previous period of the 
Library’s existence, it is a mistake. To 
show how this misses ihe mark, continued 
the Trustee, let me call your attention to 
the following table, showing the expendi­ 
tures made from April 6.

•'G ov.rnor Stoneman's plan with ref­ 
erence to pardons was simply this: 
He 
turned the entire business over to the State 
Prison 
Directors. 
Every man recom­ 
mended by tbem was pardoned, without 
exception, unless there was a protest. The 
result was that a recommendation was 
equivalent to a pardon. Al! that I Lad to 
do was. at the Governor's direction, to send 
the papers back and forth, and make out a 
pardon when ordered. The facts were uni­ 
versally known that a recommendation 
meant a pardon unless there was a protest. 
Governor Stoneman slated this again and 
again. I wrote hundreds of times an an­ 
swer to inquiries, and everybody knew it. 
The Governor desired particularly that 
these facts be made as public as pos.-ible.” 
Mr. Dam then goes on to answer the 
charges of his having received money in 
specified cases, and not only asserts his 
unsullied virtue in not solicitine cash fur 
ra dons, but go-s severa! better by alleging 
that instead be refused coin in $500 blocks 
and left the Executive Secretaryship three 
degrees poorer than a church mouse. This 
throws the whole m atter “ cm beam’s end,” 
with H arry at the helm, at three thousand 
mile range.

LOCAL JNTELLIGENCE. 


Y esterd ay’s Storm . 
The Signal Service reports show that 
yesterday’s blow was the severest on (Signal 
Service) record. From noon yesterday to 
5 p. m., there was 150 miles of wind passed 
over this city at the corner of Second and J 
streets,being an average of 30 miles per hour, 
reaching an extreme velocity on several 
occasions of 45 and 48 miles per hour; 30 
miles per hour exerts a pressure of 44 
pounds to the square foot of exposed sur­ 
face, while 48 miles gives a pressure of 
114 pounds against each square foot of 
house or any other exposed surface. This 
shows what a tremendous pressure there 
was blowing against the portions of the 
buildings facing to the southeast, and what 
made it worse was the irregularity of the ve­ 
locity of the wind, along with the variability 
in its direction. 
The Signal Service vane 
or 
weather-cock 
was not 
stationery 
a second, but fluctuated from east-south­ 
east to south-southwest, giving an average 
direction from the southeast. The nimbus 
or rain clouds were quite low and moving 
with a m uch faster velocity than the sur­ 
face wind, which was retarded in its mo­ 
tion by the friction against the latter sur­ 
face. The clouds were evidently moviEg 
with a velocity of from 100 to 150 miles per 
hour; that velocity has frequently been 
registered at stations whose elevations have 
been in and amongst the clouds, such as 
Mt. W ash.ngton, N. II., and Pike’s I’eak, 
Colorado. The barometer began falling 
rapidly at noon, from which time to 4 
o clock it fell over .40 of an inch, which is 
an 
extremely 
rapid fall 
in so short 
a time. After about 5 o’clock the bar­ 
ometer began 
rising 
slowly and 
the 
wind became less rapid in "its velocity, 
while at 7 o’clock p. m . the clouds were 
rapidly disappearing from the southwestern 
horizon, and prospect of clear weather once 
more is visible. The rainfall at Sacramento 
yesterday morning was .03 of an inch, 
while during the afternoon there was .41 of 
an inch precipitated, making .44 of an inch 
for the first day of December, as against 
.45 of an inch for the entire month of No­ 
vember. 
The total for this season to date 
is .91 of an inch, as against .89 of an inch 
to an equal date last year. We have, there­ 
fore, .02 of an inch more rain so far this 
season than was precipitated last year to an 
equal date. The average Signal Service 
temperature yesterday was 47°, being 4° 
cooler than the normal. The highest and 
lowest temperature was 51° and 44°, with 
high winds and rainy weather. The tem­ 
perature, wind, weather and rainfall at 7 
o’clock iast night along the Pacific coast 
was : For Olympia, 42°, northwest, cloudy, 
and .12 of an inch of rainfall; Astoria. 42°, 
northeast, lair, and .06 of an inch ; Port­ 
land, 38°, north, cloudy, and .16 of an 
inch : Uoseburg, 46°, south, raining, and 
.18 of an inch ; Red Bluff, 40°, south, clear, 
and .46 of an inch : Sacramento, 48°, south­ 
west, cloudy, and .41 of an inch.

Last evening the Executive Committee 
ot the Improvement Association met at 429 
J street, and several matters of public inter­ 
est were discussed. A number of inter 
ested citizens were present, and the various 
speakers were listened to attentively. 
The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman, Dr. G. L. Simmons, who said its 
object was to devise means to secure, if pos' 
sible, the carrying of the proposition at the 
polls next Monday of levying the tax for the 
purpose of establishing the public market. 
For fifteen years he said he was a member 
of the Board of Health, and during all that 
tim e they wrestled with the south portion 
of the slough, that part now sought to be 
condemned. H e was present at least at 
twenty meetings at which they sought to 
abate the nuisance. The people through­ 
out the city were supposed to be unanimous 
for this proposition; that there was no op­ 
position to it; that it would not be necessary 
to work for its adoption. The committee, 
as every intelligent citizen in the city knows, 
were free from collusion, and no one was to 
derive any pecuniary benefit from it. Rather 
unexpectedly we have been confronted 
w ith some 


COMMUNICATIONS IN THE “ It EE,” 
Which impugned the motives of the gen­ 
tlemen on this committee. These insinua­ 
tions are cowardly, covert, not signed by 
any one we can get at. They insinuate that 
there is a cat in the meal-bag, but hide 
their identity. This committee needs no 
defense at my hands. They have been do­ 
ing, are doing, and will do all in their 
power for the improvement of Sacramento. 
If the people do not support us at the polls 
on Monday next, it is to their detriment, 
and whatever the result may be, we will 
rest assured of one fact—that we have hon­ 
estly and honorably discharged our whole 
duty. The committee has made its plan3, 
they have solved the oft-repeated and per­ 
plexing question ; W hat shall we do with 
China slottgh? And it is for the people 
either to indorse or reject it. An exhibi­ 
tion building is to be erected near the depot 
for the purpose of making a display of the 
varied products of our section to attract the 
attention of Eastern people, to get them to 
settle in our midst, buy farms, build up 
and make this section what nature de­ 
signed it should be—the most prosperous 
on the coast. 
For this purpose $4 000 has 
already been raised, and as much more will 
be contributed if necessary. I should like 
to ask those who are opposed to filling 
China slough if they are also opposed to 
this exposition building ? If 


THE EXHIBITION BUILDING 
Is erected how will it do to allow strangers 
to look out of Us doors upon the rear por­ 
tion of Chinatown ? If Chinatown, with 
its unsightly appearance and its unbearable 
smells, is to remain in its present condition, 
of w hat avail would be the exhibition 
building ? Some public spirited gentlemen 
are ready to build an electric street-railway 
along Third street. If the slough is not 
filled in, it must be erected on trestles. It 
is an eyesore, and disgusts every stranger 
who enters our gates, and in entering Sac­ 
ramento this filthy place is the first that 
greets their view. 
The special committee on the purchase 
of a market-place have prepared and pub­ 
lished an address, stating in general terms 
the merits of the proposition. The facts 
therein referred to have been so often dis­ 
cussed in your committee by reliable sur­ 
veyors and public officials, that it is un­ 
necessary to 
recapitulate 
the evidence 
whereby it was found that $50,000 would he 
more than sufficient for the purchase and 
filling of these lots. It is probable that the 
purchase, if made, will only result in the 
removal of the Chinese tenements, and 
then the filling will be delayed until the 
railroad is ready to co-operate. This may 
require some explanation. It was proven 
by statements of experts, that

W ould cost about 12* cents per cubic yard, 
and filling by teams would cost about 25 
cents per cubic yard. Many claimed that 
the dredger would 
not 
do the work,

Von 
Schmidt 
abandoned 
his contract at twelve and one-half cents in 
despair. Now we have the evidence of his 
engineer that the task is feasible, aud that 
Von Schmidt left this job to seize another 
at thirty cents per cubic yard on the coast 
near Los Angeles. The proprietor of one 
of the large foundries in San Francisco 
came, looked at the ground and declared 
the task feasible. 
He had built these 
dredgers, and said that the amount of dirt 
already removed by them in this State is 
equal to the am ount of earth to be exca­ 
vated at the Panama canal. He offered to 
build and guarantee his dredger to do the 
work. The delay will therefore only be 
caused by two things—the absence of any­ 
one with means enough to handle the con­ 
tract, and the willingness of the railroad to 
begin the work. 
Governor Stanford and others declared 
their opinion that the work must and shall 
be done. At present they are building 
railroads in every direction as fast as they 
can get men. money and material, so as to 
pre-empt all the choice routes before the 
advent of Eastern railways. They are now 
helping our city immensely in this work 
by calling for engines and cars. We must 
not ask them to lay aside any other work 
now to take up the filling of the slongh. 
In a year or two they will be ready to do 
this filling, and we hope they will be driven 
to it by want of ground for shops. They 
will put on a dredger that will 


FILL IN TH E WHOLE SLOUGH, 
evenly and cheaply. We m ust recollect 
that if a railroad is good, yet a depot or sta­ 
tion is a necessary accompaniment. We 
have roads leading into Sacramento, ard 
we ask the people to travel over them to 
trade with us. W hen they come here with 
wood, coal, hay, grain, hops, wines, veg­ 
etables, Iruits and ice. we bid them hustle 
their wares along I street among the many 
freight cars. ’W e give them no depot or 
station. 
The grading of M street helped property 
from Front to Tenth street by making 
travel easy between those points. Improve 
I street, remove the track and its ugly 
freight cars tnerefrcm, and property on J 
street, from Front to Tenth, wifi be bene­ 
fited. 
We need all the thoroughfares we 
have eastward from the river front. 
Many persons are somewhat confused on 
one point. They suppose that the purpose 
of the movement is to collect all the butch­ 
ers tinder one roof. There has been no dis­ 
cussion of this point by anyone, therefore 
it may be presumptious to anticipate the 
subject. But let this be said : 
W hile in Northern cities the selling of 
meat is assembled in one place there are 
reasons why this is not likely to be the 
case in a warm climate. 
Meat dealers 
require refrigerators and should be, as they 
are, scattered through the town and con­ 
venient to their customers, who often pre­ 
fer to go for their meat. 
Vegetables, on 
the other hand, are usually carried around 
to the consumer and are delivered to the 
retailer in a very different manner from 
meat. The market, probably, will 


NEVER BECOME A MEAT MARKET. 
Each morning there will be gathered an 
array of wagons and venders making a dis­ 
play of vegetables and fruits which shall 
be the finest object-lesson and exhibition 
of products to all visitors and we do know 
that strangers always go to the markets if 
they can. Towards noon the gathering 
wifi disperse and the premises be swept ana 
cleaned for the next morning. 
P. E. Platt said he was surprised to hear 
that anyone in Sacramento objected to this 
tax. H e thought the health of the city de- 
ruanded it. If we clean out two blocks of 
Chinatown for $50,000, even though we do 
not get a public market, it will be money 
well expended. There is no estimating the 
am ount of good it will do. It is disgusting 
to the sight, offensive to the smell and 
detrim ental to the health. 
Our efforts 
don’t go far enough; we ought to condemn 
both sides of I street, if it cost even $1,000,­ 
000. This 50 per cent, levy is not extrava­ 
gant. when the great amount of good that 
will be accomplished is considered. The 
class that wifi be the most benefited by 
this action is the one that has the least 
to pay. A man who votes against this 
proposition is

And to the progress of the city. The 
speaker referred to Eastern cities which had 
public markets, and stated the many bene­ 
fits to be derived therefrom. 
Although I 
am a wholesaler, I do not believe this 
m atter will be opposed by the wholesalers, 
as intim ated by the Bee. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 


Board of H ealth, said he was amazed to 
hear that any one would oppose the con­ 
demning of Chinatown. 
For eighteen or 
twenty years the citizens had been de­ 
manding it and the Board of Health had 
tried to accomplish it. 
All efforts to get 
rid of this 
HOT-BED OF DISEASE 
Had been futile. The am ount asked was a 
mere 
nothing when 
the 
good 
that 
would be accomplished was considered. 
It is a well-known 
fact 
that 
the 
Chinese conceal infectous and contagious 
diseases. 
Small-pox to-dav is in San 
Francisco, Alameda and Solano. We will 
nave 
it 
here before 
long 
and 
in 
Chinatown it wifi be concealed until death 
claims its victims. 
We now have an op­ 
portunity to rid ourselves of that slough— 
although perhaps not pestilential, but still 
a hot bed for disease germs. It is a source 
of contamination to our citizens, and for 
the very sm all sum of $50,000 we rid our­ 
selves of it. Just consider the m atter for 
one moment, and you wifi sav that no sane 
man can oppose the proposition. The only 
persons in this community who should 
object to this proposition áre the physi­ 
cians, for its adoption will certainly curtail 
their business. The physicians, however, 
have the good of the community at heart 
and are united in saying that “ the Chinese 
m ust go.” 
Dr. H untington, Superintendent of the 
Southern Pacific Company’s Hospital, in­ 
dorsed the sentiments of Dr. Tyrrell. 
He 
said to say anything original in this matter, 
in a sanitary point of view,would be a dif­ 
ficult task. It had been worn threadbare, 
had been rehearsed in print and out of 
print, at home and abroad until everybody 
in the country knew that we had a ’lilthy 
slough and a miserable, tumbled-down 
Chinese quarter in our front-door yard. 
It cannot be possible that an intelligent 
person can be found in this city who will 
allow any question to arise in his mind as 
to the propriety of this step. As Super­ 
intendent of the Railroad Hospital, during 
the year he met professionally nine-tenths 
of all the employes. 
W hile the city itself 
was healthy,

Still the slough, on the margins 
which 
were located the shops, had much to do 
w ith their health, and no man who was 
employed by the railroad company should 
stop for a moment to cinsider this" im port­ 
ant question, but vote in favor of the tax. 
If we can eradicate that source of evil, we 
will reduce the death rate and the sick tax. 
As a citizen of Sacramento, this fact stares 
me in the face all the time, and no man 
with ordinary acumen wifi consider this 
question for a moment. If you vote down 
this tax, then paint a large sign and hang 
it on the Third-street bridge, with letters 
so large that he who runs may read : “ All 
hope abandon who enter here.” 
Dr. Parkinson, City Physician, next fol­ 
lowed indorsing, the statements made by 
those who had preceded him .

H e heart­ 
ily approved the action of the committee. 
W. H. Beatty was next called on. He 
stated that his views and those of the sub­ 
committee were clearly set forth in the re­ 
port which was yesterday published in the 
R e c o rd U n io n . Fie suggested the holding 
of a public meeting. 
Mr. McClatchy, of the Bee. said he was in

city and Chic >go two daily passenger trains 
have been put ot) hv the Central aud U nion 
Pacific. They are m aking fast tim e and 
the expense of running iheni is over $2,000 
a day. 
N ext Sunday the B urlington and 
D enver and Rio G rande put on com peting 
fast trains betw een Ogden and Chicago. 
T his will virtually give Denver four daily 
through trains to Chicago. 
Portland, T a­ 
com a and Seattle have also gained som e 
advantage front Potter and Tow ne’s fast- 
train m ovem ent, for the N orthern Pacific 
was forced to give its passengers faster tim e 
to and from St. Paul and Chicago. 
T he 
sam e can be said of the Southern Pacific 
line via New Orleans and C incinnati to the 
far Eastern cities, and it is only a question 
of a few weeks w hen the Santa Fe, by 
m eans of its Dew Chicago, Santa Fe and 
California line, will he speeding its trains 
over the continent at a fast rate to both this 
city and Los Angeles. 
THROtK.H PULLMAN i ARS. 
W ith this m ovem ent has cornea through 
P u llm an service. 
F o r som e tim e the Santa 
F e has been ru n n in g its sleepers through 
from K ansas City to Los Angeles and hack. 
Now the Southern, Central and U nion P a­ 
cific are to ru n tlieir P u llm an cars clear 
through in both directions between Los 
Angeles, tisis city and O m aha : and betw een 
O m aha and P o rtlan d th e U nion Pacific will 
also run through sleepers. 
A nother late 
change is th e checking of baggage across 
the continent. 
It is already being checked 
through from New York here, and ju st as 
soon as G eneral Passenger A gent Goodman 
returns hom e through checks will be issued 
from this coast as far as the A tlantic coast. 
Follow ing on the heels of fhese changes, 
com es the announcem ent th at a through 
tourist rate is to be given the people living 
east of Chicago. T his is som ething entirely 
new , for heretofore regular rates had to he 
paid, unless advantage was taken of such 
arrangem ent as R aym ond and W hitcom b, 
the excursion agents, offered. w hich not 
only included railroad fare, bu t 
hotel 
charges and th e like. Ju s t w hat the rate 
will he has not yet been given out. 
From 
Chicago the round-trip rate has alw ays been 
$SU, from St. Louis $72 and from the M is­ 
souri river $>n). 
B u t as from to-day on the 
latter rate is to go up to $80, th e Chicago 
an d St. Louis rate w ill also he raised to 
probably $100 and $02 respectively. So 
from this it is reasonable to expect th at the 
round-trip rate from New York, Boston 
and other cities will be considerably over 
$ 100. 
CROCKElt AND TOWNE TALK. 
It was on this general subject of the de­ 
velopm ent of the overland train service 
th at Colonel Fred. Crocker and General 
M anager A. N. Towne, o f th e Southern P a­ 
cific, were chatting in the form er’s office 
yesterday afternoon w hen a representative 
of this paper was invited in. 
T he passenger and freight traffic to Cal­ 
ifornia is som ething unheard of,” said Mr. 
Tow ne. 
“ I was dow n in Los Angeles the 
other day, and saw sixteen carloads of 
household goods w ith th at num ber of fam ­ 
ilies com e in one train from N ebraska, and 
I rem em ber one of the im m igrants told me 
th at he brought along 120 chickens. T his 
is an illustration of the way im m igration 
is com ing here.” 
*' Yes, we can notice it very plainly,” 
ssid Colonel Crocker, taking up the conver­ 
sation. 
” It has not been m ore than a few 
days ago since we pu t two daily trains on 
betw een here and Los Angeles and be­ 
tween this city and Ogden. 
Y et they are 
overcrowded. ’ I th in k we m ay be com ­ 
pelled to put on a third daily train to Los 
A ngeles from here shortly.” 
“ It looks th at way,” said Mr. Towne. 
“ As to p utting on a third daily overland 
train to O gden,” M r. Crocker w ent on to 
say, “ it is hard to tell w hat to do. 
W e find 
it necessary to run one of the tw o present 
trains in sections, and if the tourists keep 
com ing it is hard to say w here our train 
service w ill stop.” 
“ Last spring it would have been im ­ 
possible for us to predict the business we 
are now handling w ith the other overland 
lines. 
O f course, som ething of an increase 
was expected, but not w hat it has turned 
ou t to he. 
If during last spring we had 
given orders for the rolling stock th at we 
have now given instructions for, railroad 
people would have considered us flighty. 
1 know there is a good deal of com plaint 
about freight being delayed, hut under or­ 
dinary 
circum stances 
railroad 
officials 
could not be expected to have foreseen the 
rash . 
We are doing all th at is possible to 
bring the traffic on the way here as fast as 
possible. 
To do so we find th at all trains 
have virtually to be tun on special tim e. 
In fact, we have alm ost discarded our regu­ 
lar tim e card for freight trains, and with 
each of tLese trains going East we sent two 
crews, one to rest on the trip Fast, so as to 
im m ediately bring hack a freight train on 
its way to this city w ithout delay.”
